Many times people come 
in during the first week in situ- 
ations like this, then everybody 
leaves. But the job here is not 
done yet.

I think that is what 
is happening here. This has 
been touching for me... Seeing 
what's been accomplished, the 
people in this community and 
the strength of these people."

Two people are recovering 
from minor injuries after their 
plane crashed at the local air- 
port on Sunday afternoon. 

West Liberty Fire Depart- 



ment Chief Brian Scalf said 
that the crash occurred at ap- 
proximately 1:30 p.m. when its 
occupants - two unnamed men 
from northern Kentucky - heard 



a strange noise originating from 
the plane's engine as the aircraft 
took off. 

The pilot reportedly conclud- 
ed that the engine had stalled 
and decided to abort the takeoff 
despite insufficient distance to 
stop the aircraft. 

Bystanders said the plane 
skidded off the airstrip down the 
hill into the ditch below. 

WLFD firefighter Dwayne 
Nickell - who lives on Dog- 
wood Lane near the aiiport - 
saw the crash and mshed to help 
the pair out of the plane.

No way to forsee how 
serious flu season will be 



Health officials say get 
your vaccine, which 
will be available soon, 

There is no way of predicting 
how far-reaching the flu will be 
this season, but this year's vac- 
cine should be available soon, 
officials with the Kentucky 
Department for Public Health 
said today. 

"As soon as you get the 
immunizations you can start 
administering them," Sherri 
Coles, Kentucky Vaccine Pro- 
gram assistant coordinator, 
told a physician during today's 
webinar on the subject. 

Last flu season was very 
mild, particularly compared 
to the one before it, when the 
HlNl flu virus was first found 
here. About 22,400 people 
nationwide were confirmed to 
have the flu last season. There 
were 26 lab-confirmed pediatric 
deaths caused by flu, but none 
were in Kentucky. Flu activity 



was only widespread for five 
weeks in Kentucky last season, 
in March and April. 

Flu shots are recommended 
for everyone from 6 months 
of age and older. Children 6 
months to 8 years of age getting 
the vaccine for the first time 
should get two doses adminis- 
tered at least one month apart. 

The flu can be treated with 
antiviral drugs. Coles said, 
which can "lesson the symp- 
toms and shorten the time you 
are sick by one or two days." 
The drugs should be taken 
within two days of getting sick, 
though starting them later can 
still be helpful for people who 
have a pre-existing health con- 
dition or are very sick from the 
flu. Tamiflu and Relenza are 
the two kinds of antiviral drugs 
available. Relenza can only be 
taken by people who do not 
have breathing problems like 
asthma or COPD. 



Signup now for 
HEL Initiative 

The USDA Farm Service 
Agency (FSA) announced that 
continuous sign-up for the 
Highly Erodible Land (HEL) 
Initiative under the Conserva- 
tion Reserve Program (CRP) 
started on July 23, 2012. Ken- 
tucky received a total allocation 
of 39,400 acres to enroll in the 
HEL CRP program. Offers 
will be accepted until either the 
state acreage allocation limit is 
reached or September 30, 2012 
whichever occurs first. 

This initiative will accept 
offers with an erosion rate of at 
least 20 tons per acre per year 
for new cropland or CRP acres 
that expire on September 30, 
2012; however, existing grass 
stands that are not considered 
expiring CRP will not be con- 
sidered eligible for enrollment. 
Eligible cropland must also 
have a history of being cropped 



4 out of 6 years, 2002 through 
2007. 

Landowners enrolled in CRP 
receive annual rental payments 
and cost-share assistance to 
establish long term, resource 
conserving covers on eligible 
farmland. Incentive payments 
are not authorized under this 
initiative. 

New land contracts approved 
during this continuous sign-up 
initiative will become effective 
the first day of the month follow- 
ing the month of approval and 
are valid for 10 years. 

Eligible CRP contracts set to 
expire on September 30, 2012, 
may be offered for consideration 
and approved contracts will 
become effective October 1, 
2012. The contract duration is 
also 10 years.

Foreign land 
owners must 
report holdings 

LEXINGTON, KY., Aug. 
15-Foreign investors who buy, 
sell, or hold a direct or indirect 
interest in U.S. Agricultural land 
are required to report their hold- 
ings and transactions to the U.S. 
Secretary of Agriculture, in ac- 
cordance with the Agricultural 
Foreign Investment Disclosure 
Act (AFIDA) of 1978. 

Agricultural land refers to 
land used for crop production, 
grazing use, orchards, vine- 
yards, timber production, etc. 
Foreign investors who buy, 
sell, or hold a direct or indirect 
interest in U.S. agricultural 
land must file a report (form 
FSA- 153). A foreign person 
is any individual who is not 
a U.S. Citizen, an entity that 
is a foreign government, an 
entity formed under the laws 
of a foreign government, or an 
entity formed under a U.S. law 
in which a foreign person has a 
reportable direct or indirect in- 
terest. A reportable interest is an 
interest held by a foreign person 
in agricultural land as a direct 
landowner, a direct holder of a 
leasehold interest for 10 years 
or more, or an indirect interest. 
Failure to timely file an accurate 
report can result in a penalty, 
with fines up to 25 percent of 
the fair market value of the land. 

Persons who possess Per- 
manent Resident cards (also 
known as 1-55 1 or green cards) 
are not required to report under 
the AFIDA. 

The USDA Farm Service 
agency has been designated 
to collect the AFIDA reports. 
Completed forms must be re- 
turned to the FSA County Of- 
fice where the land is located, 
or where the programs are 
administered. For more details 
on reporting requirements con- 
tact your local Farm Service 
Agency.

Are They Risky? 

The bottles are lined up on the shelf: calcium, vitamin B 6, iron, beta-car- 
otene, fohc acid, echinacea, melatonin and garlic. Every morning after 
breakfast, Veronica has her daily dose of pills. 

Surveys show that at least 50 percent of American adults take 
one or more dietary supplements every day. And while they do it for 
good health, some evidence shows they may sometimes be putting their 
health in danger by doing so. 

"Dietary" is the operative word. Everyone knows that diet 
plays a major role in good health. It's better to control your cholesterol 
and blood pressure with fruits, vegetables and whole grains rather than a 
drug. For one reason or another, most of us end up falling short of eating 
the perfect diet, and that's where supplements come in. Wendy Lykins, 
APRN 

Doctors frequently prescribe supplements such as calcium, 
vitamin D or iron as part of a treatment plan. And that's the way they 
should be used. Based on your medical history and all of the medications 
you're taking, your doctor can objectively judge the benefits and risks of 
a supplement and the proper dose you need. 

Self treatment with supplements is another matter. Even doc- 
tors go to another doctor for treating a medical problem. As the old say- 
ing goes, "the doctor who treats himself has a fool for a patient." 

At the very least, you should tell your doctor about all the sup- 
plements you're taking since they could cause a dangerous interaction 
with each other or with prescription drugs you're taking. This informa- 
tion is crucial any time you're scheduled for a surgical procedure since 
some supplements increase the risk of bleeding or alter the response to 
anesthesia. 

Many Americans do self treat, of course, based on the idea 
that supplements are "natural" and "only food." In a way. Congress en- 
dorsed that point of view in 1994 with passage of the Dietary Supple- 
ment Health and Education Act, stipulating that vitamins, minerals and 
herbal products are to be regulated as foods and not subject to the rigor- 
ous standards for approval required of drugs or food additives. 

Unfortunately, some of the products placed on the shelves are 
not as safe as the food you put on your plate. Ephedra or ma huang, a 
popular product for weight loss, resulted in the death of a major league 
baseball player in 2003. Articles showing the potential health risks of 
ephedra and possible interactions with other drugs later prompted a ban 
of supplements containing the substance. Other substances such as chap-

Every morning, he goes 
out at ahotit 9:1$ for a five- or six-mile run or walk. The rest of 
the day and into the evening, he spends at his desk. His family, 
friends and even his doctor think of Ben as being "very active," 
hut he is well aware that he is sedentary more than 20 hours 
every day. 

Although it may not seem fair, Ben's sitting puts him at 
increased risk of dying from heart disease or any cause. Sitting, 
according to several recent studies, is an independent risk factor 
for heart disease-even among those who exercise dutifully. 

A study that followed 4,$IZ middle-aged Scottish men 
for about four years found that those who sat four or more hours 
in front of a TV, video game or computer screen were more than 
twice as lifcely to have a heart attack and SO percent more libely 
to die from any cause compared with those who spent two hours 
or less in front of a screen. And apparently this increased risk 
was true for those who exercised regularly as well as those who 
didn't. 

Several possible reasons have been proposed. Labora- 
tory studies have found that sedentary animals have reduced ac- 
tivity of lipoprotein lipase, an enzyme that breaks down circulat- 
ing blood fats and makes them available to muscles for energy. 
This in turn leads to higher levels of fats and triglycerides in the 
blood, increasing the risk of heart disease. 

In the Scottish study, levels of C-reactive protein CCRP) 
were about twice as high in subjects with four hours of screen 
time compared to those with two hours or less. CRP is a marker 
of low-grade inflammation and a risk factor for heart disease. 

Exercise apparently has no effect on lipoprotein lipase 
and may tend to increase inflammation in muscle tissues. 

For the salesman or construction worker who spends 
all day moving around but can't find the time or energy to exer- 
cise, these studies offer hope. Even though these individuals may 
never get their heart rates into a training range, they use energy 
almost constantly every day. 

Harvey B. Simon, M.D., author of the book. The No Sweat 
Exercise Plan, rejects the arbitrary distinction between exercise 
and activity and loofcs for "the broad spectrum of activities that 
contribute to health." 

Dr. Simon uses the term cardiometabolic exercise CCME) 
"to emphasize the health benefits of everything from moderate 
activity to aerobic training, from washing the car to hitting the 
elliptical." For general health and gradual weight loss. Dr. Si- 
mon recommends a goal of at least ISO points a day or 1,000 a 
week. Using his system, you can rack up 200 CME points for mow- 
ing the lawn with a hand mower, 14S points for pushing a power 
mower. 

Another way of measuring your activity is unth a pe- 
dometer. Set a goal of 10,000 steps a day, and this can be accom- 
plished through one long or several shorter walks. 

Most would agree that Ben and others who work out 
enthusiastically should continue what they're doing. Regular, 
moderately vigorous physical activity may be the most impor- 
tant thing you can do to protect yourself against heart disease, 
cancer, stroke and diabetes. It regulates blood sugar, tones mus- 
cles, keeps blood vessels supple and helps control weight. But it's 
also important to keep moving at other times, even when you're 
injured or taking the afternoon or weekend off. 



Since you've already had a vigorous workout, these 
movements should be designed to relax and recover rather than 
stress the cardiovascular system. Take the stairs rather than the 
elevator if you wish. But if that means charging up four or five 
flights, you might want to reconsider and save your energy for 
tomorrow's gym workout. Wendy Lykins, APRN

to avoid prolonged sitting. Walfc around the room while you're 
talking on the phone. Stroll down the hall to talk to a colleague 
rather than sending an email. Take frequent breaks to visit the 
copier, the water fountain and the toilet. Even standing from 
time to time helps. 

If you've done aerobic work at the health club, you can 
use your down time at home doing stretches or yoga while watch- 
ing TV. The muscles you use during your workout will appreciate 
the activity, and your heart will benefit by avoiding the health 
risfcs of too much sitting. 
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Masks from Mexico 

Dale Bailey, who from time to time contributes articles of interest 
to The Licking Valley Courier, came by The Courier Office recently 
with these unusual, sculptured masks. Dale acquired these from 
friends who purchased them in Mexico approximately 40 to 50 
years ago while vacationing there. Dale believes these were made 
by Aztec or Inca Indians. The Aztecs used masks as ornaments, 
and were sometimes worn as part of a ritual, or in death as a 
death mask. Some masks were made for display and were not to 
be worn. The above masks appear to have been made from an 
unknown wood. Others were made of clay, green or black stone, 
obsidian (a hard, dark volcanic glass/stone), etc. Various materi- 
als including turquoise, gold pyrite, coral and shell were used to 
create mosaics on the masks.

Cougars take aim at Boyd County this 
Friday evening in season opener

The wait has been long, but 
will soon be worth it. 

Come Friday night in Ash- 
land, Morgan County football 
will kick off the highly antici- 
pated 2012 season against Boyd 
County. 

It's a rematch of the 2011 
season opener in which the 
Cougars blitzed Boyd, 38-0. 
Of course, that was then and 
this is now. Morgan has yet to 
play this time around, while the 
Lions shut out Shelby Valley 
(22-0) last week at home. Boyd 
hopes to ride that momentum in 
a big way against the visiting 
Cougars. 

"We know Boyd's got a lot 
to play for and we're going to 
get their best effort," Morgan 
County coach Brian Turner said 
earlier this week. "Boyd is big, 
strong and physical up front and 
would love to give us a little 
payback for what happened last 



season. It's our job to see that 
doesn't happen." 

Although the Cougars 
haven't had an official game, 
Turner's team did handily win 
both pre-season scrimmages. 
Morgan posted seven touch- 
downs at Betsy Layne and 
another six scores last Friday 
against Powell County. 

Defensively, Morgan was 
solid both contests, especially 
in the second exhibition. Bryce 
Cox and Jordan Whitt both had 
recovered fumbles, while Tay- 
lor Havens and Kody Thom- 
sberry tallied an interception 
apiece — with Thornsberry's 
going for a 55 yard pick six. 

"The interception was a typi- 
cal Kody highlight reel play". 
Turner said of his talented ju- 
nior. "He picked it off and cuts 
across field. He actually had 
one defender that was well out 
in front, but Kody just patiently 
picks his spot and somehow 



makes him miss. When he does 
tliat you just watch with amaze- 
ment. Kody's a special talent." 

Now comes the chore of 
keeping that momentum go- 
ing against a team better than 
either of Morgan's scrimmage 
opponents. But Turner believes 
his team is up for the challenge. 

"You know, this is typical 
Boyd County, a team that's 
going to be physical and tough 
early on. Boyd's also a front- 
running team. If they get a 
couple of quick scores and gain 
confidence, then you've got a 
fight on your hands. The key is 
to keep Boyd off the scoreboard 
early and force them to play 
from behind. Wlien you're on 
the road, that's your best hope. 
That's what we have to do." 

If the game itself wasn't con- 
cern enough. Turner does have 
a couple of key injuries to deal 
with. Junior lineman Johnathan 
Crouch has been sidelined with 



a possible torn ACL. Another 
game time decision could be 
senior mnning back Joe Hol- 
brook, who hurt his left knee 
at practice on Monday. X-rays 
showed no damage, but as of 
Wednesday, Holbrook hadn't 
been able to run to test the knee. 
Doctors say he is day-to-day.

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Schools prepare to follow 
new federal lunch rules 



Meanwhile, fresh versus 
canned fruit vegetables 
debated in Colngress 

Aug. 10 — As students and 
teachers return to school, food- 
service directors are working to 
implement the new federal school 
lunch regulations that take effect 
Oct. 1. 

Meanwhile, another school 
food program is up for debate. 
Congress is deciding whether 
frozen, canned and dried produce 
should be included in the Fresh 
Fruit and Vegetable Program. 
House Republicans say yes, to 
save money and make a wider 
range of options available year 
round. But the Senate is pushing 
to keep the program limited to 
fresh fruit and vegetables only. 
The argument — or food fight, as 
Dina ElBoghdady of Tlie Wash- 
ington Post calls it — has trade 
and other groups weighing in. 

"If the goal is to expand and 



improve upon childhood nutri- 
tion, it doesn't make sense to limit 
the kinds of fruit and vegetables 
that schools serve," said Corey 
Henry, a spokesman for the 
American Frozen Food Institute. 
"Let the schools decide." 

But Sandi Kaur, acting direc- 
tor of nutrition services at the 
California Department of Educa- 
tion, disagrees, saying "it's the 
fresh that makes this program 
unique." 

The program allows schools 
to distribute fresh fruit and veg- 
etables as snacks to students 
and has "raised consumption 
in participating schools by a 
quarter-cup per day, or 15 per- 
cent," ElBoghdady reports. "The 
increase did not contribute to 
weight gain, suggesting that the 
fruit and vegetables replaced 
other foods." Last year, USDA 
spent $150 million to pay for the 
snacks for 3 million children.

Morgan County ARH of- 
ficials recently hosted a 
dedication ceremony to 
mark the completion of 
building renovations in the 
aftermath of the March 2 
tornado. 

Community CEO Steve 
Gavalchik said the hospi- 
tal sustained severe roof, 
heating and cooling, win- 
dow and cosmetic damage 
in the storm, which also 
destroyed many homes 
near the facility. 

"The hospital was reno- 
vated a section at a time," Gavalchik said. "We believe the building is better than before now that the 
repairs are finished." 

Those repairs include renovated rooms for hospital patients, who were transported to St. Claire Re- 
gional Medical Center and other nearby medical facilities immediately after the tornado. 

Gavalchik - who was in the hospital when the tornado hit - said that the building became a refuge for 
several citizens in the storm's immediate aftermath. 

"I was standing near the elevator on the second floor," Gavalchik said. "The patients had been moved 
to the designated safe area in the sleep lab, but several people came to the hospital to take shelter right 
after the storm. Our emergency department treated those who were injured, even though it had to be 
temporarily relocated. It was miraculous no one was seriously hurt." 

The administrator noted that several employees were at the hospital during the tornado, which left 
some of them unable to return to work for a brief time period due to storm damage. 

"As bad as the situation was, I felt honored and blessed to see very best come out in our employees 
during this crisis," Gavalchik said. 

ARH Chain President and CEO Jerry Haynes reflected on his decision to preserve Morgan County ARH. 

"There was never any doubt that we would rebuild," Haynes said. "It was important to us and to the 
community to proceed quickly and make the Morgan County facility operational again. We take our role 
in this community very seriously." 

Chamber of Commerce President Hank Allen commended hospital officials' for their resilience and 
dedication. 

"This is another success for our community," Allen said. "Congratulations to Steve and the entire 
hospital staff. ARH is one of our major economic engines. The chamber of commerce applauds Jerry 
Haynes and the ARH board of directors for their continued commitment to our community." 

Gavalchik said that Morgan County ARH officials look forward to helping the ravaged community re- 
establish normalcy as it rebuilds. 

"I am confident that Morgan County and West Liberty will rebuild," Gavalchik said. "The hard work 
and community spirit I see throughout the area is amazing. The town will be different, but I believe it 
will be even better than before."

How to solve Asian carp prolem: 
catch 'em make 'em into hot dogs 



Asian carp, large and vo- 
racious fish that are making 
their way up the Mississippi 
River system toward the Great 
Lakes, where they could ruin 
the fishery, have long vexed 
those who want to find ways to 
keep the population in check. 
Ash-har Quraishi reports for 
PBS NewsHour that scientists 
think it's time to call in those 
who have been hankering for 
years to help: the area's com- 
mercial fishermen. 

Vic Santucci, the Asian carp 
specialist for the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources, said 
that while "the ultimate goal is 
to fish down the populations 
to prevent ecological damage, 
there have to be enough Asian 
carp left to make the business 
lucrative for commercial fish- 
ermen." The important thing, 
notes Quarishi, is reducing the 
population to reduce pressure 



on young caip to get through 
the electric barrier in the Chi- 
cago Sanitary and Ship Canal, 
the Army Coips of Engineers' 
last line of defense. 

Philip Willink, a senior re- 
search biologist at the John G. 
Shedd Aquarium in Chicago, 
said the consensus among sci- 
entists is that the barrier works 
really well but is probably not 
perfect. That's why you need 
the fishermen. So far, 10 com- 
mercial fishermen have been 
allowed to fish these back- 
waters accompanied by state 
biologists. But big fish don't 
always translate into big money. 
Willink explained, "One of the 
problems with getting people 
interested in eating Asian carp 
is they happen to have a lot of 
bones in some strange places, 
so they're really hard to filet." 
Also, carp are not popular in 
the U.S. but are a staple in most 



other nations. 

Shafer Fisheries in Thomp- 
son, 111., a company that has 
been looking for ways to process 
and market the carp to U.S. 
and foreign markets stepped up 
offered its already percolating 
ideas such as carp salami, bolo- 
gna, jerky and, yes, hot dogs. So 
sure is Schafer of its enterprise 
that they launched a proposal 



two years ago for a processing 
plant expansion at Wickliffe, 
Ky., where the Ohio River enters 
the Mississippi. The plant would 
use its waste products to make 
organic fami fertilizer. Tax cred- 
its to build the plant received 
preliminary approval from the 
Kentucky Economic Develop- 
ment Finance Authority in June.

Legitimate patients have 
trouble getting pain meds 

'Pill mill bill' cause 
of the problem, 
some doctors say 



With lawmakers set to re- 
view the regulations of the "pill 
mill bill" doctors are saying 
some legitimate patients are 
having trouble getting access to 
prescription drugs as a result of 
the legislation. 

The law is aimed at crack- 
ing down on illegal pain-man- 
agement clinics and curbing 
prescription-drug abuse. It 
requires physicians to use the 
state's prescription-drug moni- 
toring system, KASPER, before 
prescribing certain drugs. 

But some doctors worry they 
may face criminal charges or 
penalties for prescribing the 
drugs or making clerical errors, 
reports Scott Wartman for the 
Kentucky Enquirer, an edition 
of The Cincinnati Enquirer. 
As a result, "There are already 
doctors saying no more pre- 
scriptions on green prescription 
pads," said Dr Gregory Hood, 
a Lexington internist and gov- 
ernor for the Kentucky chapter 
of the American College of 
Physicians. The legislation also 
"adds layers of more work they 
or their staffs already have to 
do," said Dr Elmer Martin, a 
Covington pediatrician who is 



the medical director of Health- 
Point Family Care. 

But state officials say the 
only criminal penalties in the 
bill would result only "from 
someone operating a pain clinic 
without a doctor's license and 
for intentional failure to input 
data into the state's prescription 
drug tracking system," Wart- 
man reports. Since July 20, the 
number of KASPER reports 
requested by doctors has grown 
to 20,000 per day from 3,000. 
The reports show a patient's 
prescription history to indicate 
"doctor shopping." 

The number of drugs pre- 
scribed has increased expo- 
nentially in Kentucky. "Last 
year there was enough doses 
of hydrocodone prescribed 
"to treat every man, woman 
and child in the state with 50 
doses," said Van Ingram, execu- 
tive director of the Kentucky 
Office of Drug Control Policy. 
Still, even physicians who sup- 
ported the bill, like Dr Robert 
Klickovich, say it needs to be 
tweaked. "Specialists may not 
be present in rural communities 
and if primary care physicians 
fear prescribing, even though 
in the appropriate case, for fear 
of a punitive action, they may 
hesitate to treat a patient," he 
told Wartman. 



Anti-pill-mill law makes some Ky. 
doctors stop writing prescriptions 



Fighting prescription drug 
abuse, which has become epi- 
demic in Appalachia and many 
other rural areas, isn't a simple 
matter of passing a law. 

Kentucky, one of the most 
over-medicated states, is learn- 
ing that as some doctors are 
putting up their prescription 
pads, or threatening to stop 
prescribing, because they find 
a new law aimed at "pill mills" 
to be confusing and overreach- 
ing, reports Mike Wynn of The 
Courier- Journal in Louisville. 

"Patients who have never 
been a problem are bound up 
in all of this," Greg Hood, 
Kentucky chapter governor 



of the American College of 
Physicians, told Wynn. "There 
are so many unintended conse- 
quences." 

Hood's group and the Ken- 
tucky Medical Association are 
trying to determine how many 
clinics are declining to write 
prescriptions, but neither is 
advocating that approach. 

According to state offices 
of the Drug Enforcement Ad- 
ministration, only three in-state 
doctors have voluntarily sur- 
rendered their DEA registration 
— required for prescribing con- 
trolled substances — in recent 
weeks for reasons related to the 
new law.

Home ownership in 
rural areas higher 
than natl. average 

July 27 — Amid all the talk 
about home ownership being 
harder and harder to obtain 
— and it is — reporter Lance 
George has uncovered some 
revealing statistics about who 
has done the best job of settling 
in and paying on a mortgage, 
and of paying it off. George, 
writing in the Daily Yonder, 
cites census and federal housing 
data showing that in 2010, 65. 1 
percent of U.S. homes were oc- 
cupied by their owners. In rural 
communities, the number was 
71.6 percent. 

Home ownership, the re- 
porter notes, varies across de- 
mogmphic groups, and among 
regions within mral and small- 
town America. It is highest in 
the Midwest, at 74 percent, 
and lowest in the West, at 68 
percent. "Delaware has the 
highest rural and small-town 
homeownership rate, at 77.8 
percent, followed closely by 
Minnesota and Michigan, at 77 
percent." 

The biggest rural-urban dis- 
parity in the data was free and 
clear ownership. "Nearly 42 
percent of homeowners in rural 
and small town America own 
their homes free and clear of 
mortgage debt, compared to 
roughly 27 percent of suburban 
and urban homeowners with no 
mortgage," George reports, of- 
fering possible reasons: a large 
number of manufactured homes 
with shorter loan terms and an 
older demographic; mortgage 
debt declines with age.

Heading back 
to school with 
diabetes 

Diabetes is one of the most 
common chronic diseases in 
children. For students with 
diabetes and their parents, 
getting ready for a new school 
year includes a lot more than 
buying new clothes, backpacks, 
notebooks, and pens. It means 
buying a whole list of diabetes 
supplies to keep at school — but 
also preparing school staff to 
help keep their children safe at 
school and at school- sponsored 
activities. 

"Nobody knows your child's 
day-to-day needs and how to re- 
spond to a diabetes emergency 
better than you," said Griffin P. 
Rodgers, M.D., Director of the 
National Institute of Diabetes 
and Digestive and Kidney Dis- 
eases of the National Institutes 
of Health (NIH). "That's why 
it is so important to start the 
school year as part of the school 
health team, and to keep open 



the lines of communication 
throughout the school year." 

Both parents and school 
personnel can get the guidance 
they need from an invalu- 
able manual. Helping the Stu- 
dent with Diabetes Succeed: A 
Guide for School Personnel. 
This guide was produced by 
the U.S. Department of Health 
and Human Services' National 
Diabetes Education Program 
(NDEP) and is an essential 
resource for parents, schools, 
and health care professionals. 

As the school year begins, 
parents of youth with diabetes 
are encouraged to follow these 
tips from the NDEP School 
Guide to help ensure their chil- 
dren's safety and well-being. 

Take action. Notify the 
school right away that your 
child has diabetes. Allow the 
sharing of medical informa- 
tion to keep your child safe and 
provide up-to-date emergency 
contact numbers to the school.

the medical orders for your 
child. It should be signed by 
the health care team and sub- 
mitted to the school nurse at the 
start of each school year. An 
updated plan is needed if there 
are changes in your child's dia- 
betes care plan during the year. 
A sample plan is included in the 
NDEP School Guide. 

Meet with the school nurse 
to go over your child's school 
health care plans. The school 
nurse will use the medical orders 
to prepare your child's routine 
and emergency diabetes care 
plans at school. You can find 
samples of these plans in the 
School Guide. 

Provide the school with all 
supplies, medicines, and items 
needed to carry out your child's 
health care and emergency 



plans. This includes blood 
glucose testing items, supplies 
for taking insulin and urine and 
blood ketone testing, snacks, 
quick-acting glucose products, 
and a glucagon kit. 

Be an active member of the 
school health team. The School 
Guide includes action plans for 
all school personnel, and for you 
and your child to work together 
to manage diabetes care at 
school. Go over these checklists 



with your child so both of you 
can work as a team with school 
staff throughout the school year.
